In view of the prior art found in the course of the examination, the election 
requirement has been withdrawn and all the claims have been examined. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Throughout the claims, there are numerous grammatical errors and 
inconsistencies, along with confusing and unclear language. For example, in claim 
1, the phrase "positioned under buttocks", "from forward both side edges", and "and 
passing a waist belt part", are confusing and unclear, as is "has a configuration of a 
seat mat", in claim 2, "sewed members formed continuously", in claim 5. The claims 
should be carefully reviewed for such language. 

In claim 1, the references to the occupants body should be recited in 
functional terms only, as a claim may not rely on an occupant for placement or 
position of elements and structure, so as to provide definition. The various 
elements should be set forth in structural terms in view of their interconnection and 
relative positions. 

In claim 4, the "extension turn-round portion... folded back to the outside", is 
confusing and unclear. 

In claims 6 and 7, the term "back surface" would be more accurate if changed 
to "bottom surface". 

In claim 15, it appears that "sheet" should be "seat". 
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Claim 16 is confusing in that the phrase "is a seated portion of a seat 
originally provided...", does not appear to coincide with the figures, as the seat base 
is always shown as a portion the rests on the car seat, and it is not seen how the 
loop portions would extend up from the vehicle seat. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-3,10,12-20, insofar as definite, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Ziegler. 

Figure 1 shows structure as claimed, including a seat base 12 having a pair of 
loops 14 rising up therefrom for a waist belt to pass therethrough. Slanted portions 
extend from the loop sections to the back edges of the seat. A back support (part of 
child seat 13) is detachably secured to the base and rises upwardly from the back 
edge to support a child. 

In regards to claim 14, note back extension member 15. 

Regarding claim 19, the loop is formed of plastic, a flexible material. 

Claims 4-9,11 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Efrom, Hall, Alexander et al, Emery et al, Goor, Geis et al, Nelson et al and 
Kain show various features of the invention.
